It may be truly said, that... 
“There hath not arisen—in the world 
of music—a greater musician thai 
John Sebastian Bach.” 

_ Bach's mind was profoundly devo- 
tional. Pietism and mysticism con- 
trolled his religious emotions. He 
had a personal love for the Creator. 

In his St. John’s Passion he 
mourned as gently over the deat 
Savior as for a brother. Never, iv 
all his fifty-some years of greatest 
activity, did he sit down to write a 
cantata without inscribing his scori 
Paper with a prayer for his aid and 
a dedication in quaint script, “To 
the Only God.” 

He had a poet’s soul, a painter's 
eye. He was a large-hearted, simpl2 
Christian. 

Well thought out interpretations of 
the Preludes and Fugues from’ the 
composer’s “well Tempered Clavi- 
chord,” a Bach-Tausig Toccato, num- 
bers from the Suites, three Organ 
Preludes and Fugues, and a charm- 
ing ensemble selection for cello, vio- 
lin, and piano delighted the very 
attentive audience. 

Readings and a pictorial biography 
added to the interesting and worthy 
program, given in honor of this ‘‘Mas- 
ter Musician,”

The distinguished Tollefsen Trio 
will be presented in a concert at 
Clarke College auditorium, Sunday 
evening, March 15, at 8 o'clock. The 
concert will be attended by mem- 
bers of the faculty, the Clarke stu- 
dent body, and the general public. 

The Tollefsen Trio is composed of 
Carl Tollefsen, distinguished violin- 
ist and the pedagogue and leader of 
the trio. Augusta Tollefsen, pianisi, 
and Robert Thrane, renowned cellist. 
They have long been recognized as 
one of the great chamber music or- 
ganizations, and in addition each 
member of the Tollefsen Trio has be- 
come recognized and famous a 
distinguished exponent of his re- 
spective instrument. The trio is 
thus able to present not only recitals 
of chamber music, exclusively, but 
may also offer programs in which 
each member appears as soloist in 
piano, violin and cello groups. 

These entertainers therefore, have 
a particular appeal for the audiences 
which enjoy a certain proportion of 
pure ensemble music, but also wish 
to have the program varied by 
groups of interesting and character- 
istic works for the various solo in- 
struments on which the artists are 
able to perform. 

The Tollefsen Trio began a long 
record as a musical organization 
twenty years ago. Always, the artists 
have conformed to the highest stand- 
ards of musicianship and perform- 
ance. Their yearly tours have taken 
to every section of the country the 
unique and interesting concerts for 
which the Trio is noted. 

To have the Tollefsen Trio appear 
at the College means bringing to its 
students, friends and patrons not 
only music of the highest and most 
unique cultural value but also to pre- 
sent an evening of entertaining and 
enjoyable music.

Dramatic Criticisms to 


be Given by Dr. 
Paulding 


'Love Of One’s Neighbor, King 
Rene’s Daughter, Romeo And 
Juliet To Be Reviewed 


Once more the students, friends 
and patrons of Clarke College will be 
given a treat in the form of dramatic 
criticisms. Dr. Frederick Paulding 
Litt. D., will read Andreyev’s “Love 
of One’s Neighbor,’ and Henrik 
Hertz’s “King Rene’s Daughter,” 
March 12, and on Friday evening 
March 13, Dr. Paulding will review 
Shakespeare's famous and ever popu- 
lar “Romeo and Juliet” in the Clarke 
College auditorium, 

Dr. Paulding needs no introduction 
to Clarke College. For several years 
he has been a welcome entertainer. 
Last year he reviewed Andre Maur- 
cis’. “Disraeli”, Dr. Paulding is a 
native born American who can trace 
his ancestry back to some of the 
foremost men in literature and _ his- 
tory. He is a direct descendant of 
Washington Irving. At the present 
time Dr. Paulding is engaged in 
writing his memories of the great 
artists with whom he has had per- 
sonal associations. 

“Romeo and Juliet”, that quaint, 
yet popular play of Shakespeare's, 
was first published in 1597. The plot 
was taken from a poem by Authur 
Brooke, and from the prose story in 
Paynter’s “Palace of Pleasure.” The 
play seems to be plot on plot and 
then underplotted. The bickering of 
the servants of Capulet with the ser- 
vants of Mantagu lends us the com- 
ical underplot, while the tragic plot 
centers in the fatal duels in which 
Mercatio and Tubalt meet their 
death. The ball where Juliet and 
Romeo become acquainted, the im- 
passioned love scenes in the orchard, 
the mocking gallants, the marriage 
of Juliet, the banishment of Romeo 
are among the many incidents in the 
old Italian story which have touched 
the heart of men for several hun- 
dred years, 

Henrik Hertz is one of the greater 
Danish lyrical poets and writers of 
the eighteenth century, and was 
known by his contemporaries as the 
“noet of passion”. Hertz’s “King 
Rene’s Daughter” is a charming ro- 
mantic drama written in 1845. The 
characters are historical even to the 
heroine, Iolanthe, who is an idealized 
Princess Yolande, the daughter of 
the real King Rene. The play is very 
popular and has been translated into 
almost every language. 

Leonid Andreyev, the author of 
“Love of One’s Neighbor’, a ‘short 
humorous play, said to have been 
among the most original and versa- 
tile of the men of letters of his day, 
wag born in 1871 in Orel, a commer- 
cial city of central Russia. He in- 
herited his Polish traits from his 
mother. Leonid was not a brilliant 
student, and was always at the foot 
of his class in both grade and high 
school. As a writer he quickly reach- 
ed the head. “Love of One’s Neigh- 
bor”, a one act play, has a scene 
laid in a wild place in the mountains. 
The characters are many and varied. 
The original play was written in the 
different dialects but has been trans- 
lated into English, The atmosphere 
of the whole play is one of humor 
and lightness although it has its 
breath-taking intervals.

Rev. J. M. Wolfe D. D. 
Addresses Freshmen 
of Clarke College 


Lecturer Stresses Need For 
Health To Assure 
Success 


“The world is dependent on the 
fine penetration and sympathetic 
heart of women to do their noblest 
for children. ‘To possess these char- 
acteristics, you must know mental 
and emotional health,” said Dr. J. M. 
Wolfe, diocesan superintendent of 
schools, in his lecture delivered to 
the freshmen of Clarke College, in 
Mount St. Joseph assembly hall, Fri- 
day morning, February 27. 

“I know you have ambition,” con- 
tinued Dr, Wolfe, ‘and perhaps your 
highest ambition is to live with your- 
self successfully. In addition, your 
ambitions must cover the desire to 
live with others, to live well, whole- 
somely, and successfully. When 
your life is nearing its end, your 
greatest joy will come when you 
look back and are able to say, ‘I 
have made some contribution helpful 
to life.’” 

“The Greeks had a favorite saying, 
‘A. healthy mind in a healthy body,’ 
but you may not have a healthy 
body without a healthy mind,” said 
Dr. Wolfe, The behavior of our body 
is a symptom of the health of the 
mind. There is a co-relation be- 
tween the body and the mind, 
they are so intensely connected that 
you cannot affect one without affect- 
ing the other. Dr. Wolfe illustrated 
this by citing instances in which 
either body or mind had been defec- 
live, the one gradually weakening 
the other. One child beginning school 
with mental health, but defective 
physically in that he cannot see and 
hear normally, falls behind his class 
and becomes classed as mentally 
deficient for his age; another child 
with physical health, but mentally 
deficient, in trying to make the 
grade, overstrains his physical 
health because of this mental de- 
ficiency, The result in both instances 
is the breakdown alike of mental 
and physical health. 

“Analyze your own emotions,” 
concluded Dr, Wolfe, ‘‘and to analyze 
them you must go further than the 
outer contact, they are more deeply 
seated. Think of things that will 
stabilize your emotion. Rationalize! 
In this complex life, God gave us 
minds to stabilize our emotions.”

FTEN, in listening to the conver- 

sation carried on jn intellectual 

circles, one hears that scholas- 
ticism is being revived. It appears 
that humanism, Pantheism, material- 
ism, agnosticism and other cults are 
deficient and that right-minded people 
seeking truth find the Stability of the 
Philosophy of the Schoolmen satisfac- 
tory, even acceptable. St. Thomas 
Aquinas is the acknowledged light of 
Scholasticism—his Writings epitomize 
and systematize the human knowledge 
of his time, especially Philosophy and 
theology. His masterful “Summa” is 
still the most Powerful force jn the 
field of Philosophical knowledge. 

The feast-day of St. Thomas was 
March 7. "This day should have been 
Significant to any student worthy of 
the title, and especially to Catholic stu- 
dents. As Patron of studies, St, Thom- 
as should be known to us intimately. 
Not only should he be studied now, 
but always—for he was indeed the 
ideal scholar, He was ideal for many 
reasons—but outstandingly so because 
he did not Study for his own selfish 
pleasure. He was always willing and 
ager to give of the fruits of his mind 
humanity and 
the Church. He was able and willing 
to travel all over Europe to refute 
false doctrine, and he still had time 
to be a prolific writer. Fis study hab- 
its are deserving of consideration—it 
is not a hopeless task to try to imitate 
them. We shall not succeed in attain- 
ing the highest place in the achieve- 
ment of the ages, but the joy that 
attaches itself to Mastery of self and 
of knowledge will be our reward. St. 
Thomas kept his mind clean; he was 
humble in all his attainments—he ye- 
alized that his POWer was derived from 
the Fount of Goodness, so he could 
not he proud. He worked hard to ac- 
quire the necessary background before 
he attempted constructive thinking on 
a subject. His was knowledge truly 
universal for he studied men as well 
as books. He harmonized faith and 
reason in his philosophy ; in his pursuit 
of knowledge he was equally balanced, 
He both prayed and studied: He knew 
that prayer would Strengthen him jf

St. Raphael’s Cathedral on stat a 
Bluff Streets is one of the oldest seh “City 
of Dubuque.

Canes bronze doors mark the oe 
trance to this modern Catacomb which is 
located below the nave of the main building. 
It is a room about forty feet square, with a 
rather low ceiling. Everything within the 
Chapel is designed to remind one of death. 
The furnishings to the least detail are in 
black and white. 

There is a small marble altar where a 
few times during the course, of each year 
the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass is offered 
by the reigning Archbishop. The tiny Com- 
munion rail also is made of marble, and 
even the walls are panelled with glistening 
Cararra. The pews fashioned from black 
walnut deepen the somber effect and the 
cold white light diffused rather than re- 
flected permeates the sepulchral atmos- 
Phere. 

On the floor, just outside the little Com- 
munion rail may be seen the marble slabs 
that mark the earthly resting place of three 
very distinguished prelates—the Right Rev- 
erend Matthias Loras, D.D., first Bishop of 
Dubuque; his successor, the Right Reverend 
Clement Smyth, D.D.; and the Most Rever- 
end John Hennessy, D.D., who after reign- 
ing as bishop of the diocese of Dubuque for 
twenty-seven years was then raised to the 
dignity of Archbishop, 

This Mortuary Chapel, all its appoint- 
ments so carefully planned and so exquis- 
itely executed, was erected by those who 
revered and esteemed the worth of those 
three splendid pioneer Bishops. Only when 
we begin to have some realization of the 
bewildering, harassing difficulties that 
strained the courage to the breaking point, 
and wore to its last barrier of resistance 
all bodily strength,—only then can we be 
able to in any degree understand and in any 
measure appreciate the achievements of 
those heroes in the early history of Du- 
buque’s growth. And not only Dubuque 
but the entire Middle West owes much of 
its Catholicity ang civilization to the heroic 
efforts of the three Noble prelates whose 
Sainted memory the little Mortuary Chapel 
of St. Raphael's Cathedral] honors,

Individuals provide for their own enjoy- 
ment. “You yourselves,” said Mr. Joy, “buy 
your own tennis racquets, your own swim- 
ming suits, your golf equipment, your radios 
and your automobiles, The work of the 
city is to provide opportunities for you to 
use these things—the community does this 
by maintaining beaches, tennis courts, golf 
links, baseball diamonds, and so on. Tt 
organizes and maintains broadcasting sta- 
tions, and provides 800d roads and scenic 
parks. Cities like Dubuque go a little fur- 
thur in this work by establishing play 
grounds with Supervised play for its chil- 
dren.”

Talk Concerning 
Fur Industry 


An interesting educational lecture 
was given by Karl J, Rhomberg, 
president of the Rhomberg Fur Com. 
pany, for the students of Clarke Col- 
lege, in the Mount St. Joseph assem- 
bly hall, March 3, at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. Rhomberg said that the fur 
industry dated back hundreds of 
years. Henry Hudson was the first 
jn this country to be definitely en- 
gaged in the industry. “The work 
cone by the women of the Eskimo 
and Indian tribes compares favor- 
ably with the work done in mass 
production today,” said the speaker, 

A chart showing the successive 
stages through which the pelt goes 
before it is ready for use was ex- 
flained. “Furs are dyed by a grad- 
ual process, because of the danger 
of singeing. Some furs are dyed as 
many as twenty-five times.” 

The types developed in detail 
were the Hudson seal and Lapin. 
‘Hudson seal was discovered be- 
cause of the high cost of Alaskan 
seal, due to tariffs. The pelts were 
shipped from Alaska to London to be 
treated. Hudson seal is a product 
of the muskrat, which is found or 
the marshes of the Central States. 
Lapin is the French work for rab- 
bit,” explained Mr. Rhomberg. 
used because of the scarcity of fine 
furs, and is not as durable as Hud. 
son seal, 

The other furs explained were the 
Ermine, the Russian type of weasel: 
Fitch, Broadtail, Baby seal, Wombat, 
and the various kinds of Lambs. 
“Those animals with the heaviest 
leather have short fur, while those 
with lighter leather have long hair.” 
concluded the speaker.
